It wns agreed In tho ; Houbo on' -Wed- 
nesday tlint the oleomargarine bill should 
como to n voio after two days moro or 
debate. Representative B ( anion of. Chk 
cngo delivered the speech that attracted 
most' attention In ' Wednesday's debalo. 
Ho based his' opposition to tho bill on 
alleged discrimination'; There-' Is no ex- 
cuse, In his judgment,. for discriminating 
between different b'rnndB or thosamo pro- 
duct. It' Is conceded on all sides that 
there Is no fraud in tlio manufacture of 
olco, Mr. Boatctl explained. Tho only- 
fraud charged Is In Its retail, when In 
somo Instances' dishonest dealers sell It 
for butter. .Tbo pending bill, ho assort- 
ed, would not prevent thoso frauds. Rep- 
resentative Crowley or Illinois furnished 
tho House considerable amusement In dis- 
cussing the bill. Ho announced emphat- 
ically that ho would not permit himself 
to ho read out.of the -Democratic party 
because be suppo rts v tlio. bill, and mado 
an earnest appeal for the wife of tho 
poor farmer churning butter, who.'ho In- 
sisted, should be protected, ngalnst tho 
product or the olco m'amifnctnrera.

For four hours Thursday tho Senate 
had tho Phlllpptno tariff bill under dis- 
cussion. .Tho mensuro was completed so 
far ns tho Philippine committee Is con- 
cerned, nil ot the committee amendments 
being adopted, Townrd tho close of tho 
session tho dlsensslon became heated. In 
response to* a resolution offered several 
dnys ago by Mr. Rawllus of Utah, tho 
Secretary of War transmitted to tho Sen- 
nto the sedition laws enacted by the Pbll- 
Ipplno commission. They wero read In 
full, and "immediately drew tho firo of 
the opponents of the government's Phil- 
ippine policy. Mr. Forakcr of Ohio had 
read from the revised statutes of tho 
United States tlio laws or Congress re- 
lating to tho crime of treason and similar 
offenses against the government, and said 
'that tho acts passed by the" Pbiiipplno 
commission were' almost Identical lu their 
lauguago with the laws enhcted by Con- 
gress In the dnys of tho fathers of tho 
republic and that there was nollilng un- 
precedented or unusual about thuni. Tha 
Ohio Senntor was Interrupted conllnunliy 
nnd had several warm colloquies with 
Senators -who wero opposing him. In 
conclusion of tho debate' Sir. Hoar poured 
oil on tho troubled waters of the Senate, 
maintaining that men might well differ 
on auy ot the great questions now beforo 
tha country, but that nil were thoroughly 
loyal to the country and were dniug their 
duty ns they saw R, Early In the day 
Mr. Scott, of West Virginia delivered a 
speech In which hi- 'advocated nn investi- 
gation of the San Bins route for nn isth- 
mian canal, nnd Mr. Hansbrough mnde a 
corefully prepared address on his bill to 
provide n national system of Irrigation 
of arid lands, The House spent tho day 
on the legislative, executive and judicial 
appropriation bill. Very rapid progress 
was made, seventy-four of tlin-130 pages 
ot Ihe bill being disposed of before ad- 
journment.

Tho nouse on Friday passed the legis- 
lative, executive and Judicial appropria- 
tion bill, the second of the regular supply 
bills.

Will BrooL No Mediation of a European 
Power— Are Beady to Treat for Peace 
With Boera lit the Field and Only In 
South Africa, 



The Secretary, of State for Foreign 
Affairs, on behalf of tho British govern- 
ment, has rejected the overtures for pence 
in South Africa made by the Ncthefflinda, 
Tho full text of the correspondence be- 
tween the Secretary nnd the Dutch mln- 
[stor'in London was given to tho press uf 
Britain and Holland simultaneously. 

Lord Lansdowno's reply to the commu- 
nication of the Dutch minister makes it 
conspicuously plain that no mediation on 
the part of any European power-will be 
brooked. Tho British government will 
only enter Juto negotiations for peace 
with tbo Boers la tbe field and only In 
South Africa, 

It is now, said that; the, retirement of 
Lord Salisbury from ofllce "will" be coinci- 
dent with the end of tbe South African 
war. The St. James' Gazette claims to 
have the 1 ugliest authority for say lug 
"the premier has Oxed the restoration of 
peace in Soutti Africa as the appropriate 
moment to resign* ofllce. If the 'war Is 
end cM Lord Salisbury will retire nt the 
conclusion of the present parliamentary 
session, hut It is his present intention to 
retain his post until peace is accomplish- 
ed. 

The British press Is unanimous In ap- 
plauding Lord Lansdownc's dignified and 
courteous rejection of what is regarded 
ns n rather Ingenious attempt on the part 
of the Dutch government todrnw Great 
Britain Into making peace overtures to 
the Boers, 

Tho London Daily News, representing 
the pro-Boers, while regretting th.it the 
offer ot the Netherlands government was 
rejected, Is fain to admit that the reply 
of Lord Lansdowuo is irreproachable in 
stylo and temper. 

Opinions la The Hague differ concern- 
ing the action of Dr, Kuyper. Many per- 
sons think the Dutch premier was ill ad- 
vised In making the proposal feeling bis 
ground. The papers recogulze the cour- 
tesy of Lord Lansdownc's reply and In- 
dicate that e Iforts toward mediation will 
be renewed at a more favorable period.

Crushed by the FnlUnt: Walls of a 
Brit-atai; Building In St. Louis, 

By the collapse of a building Jn St 
Louis during a fire Tuesday uight six 
firemen are dead and many are injured. 
The walla of tho structure fell without 
warning, for It was believed the fire 
fighters had the blaze under control. Men 
wero at work on all five Qoom of tho 
building when tbe accident occurred. 
. The fire broke out in the upper floors 
of tho Qve-story building at 3U Chestnut 
street. A gcncrnl alarm was; sent In 
and tho department hurried to tbe scene, 
as tho district is considered a dangerous 
one, being' just opposite tho Merchants* 
Exchange. The flames seemed to bo 
pretty well under control when suddenly 
the entire building collapsed, crumbling 
away from the first story. Tho roof, 
floors and walls fell Inward, carrying 
down with them the fire fighters who 
were ou the different floors. 

Chief Swingley, who was In .front of 
the buildlug directing his men, had a 
miraculous escape from death. As the 
front wall fell outward he scurried across 
the street nnd fell under the aerial truck, 
Tho truck wns covered with debris nnd 
partially wrecked, and It was owing to 
Its sheltering protection the ohief owes 
his life. 

The building wns one of the oldest busi- 
ness houses In tho city, having been occu- 
pied by the McLean Medical Company 
twenty years ngo, but of late "has been 
occupied by the American Tent and 
Awning Company. Two years ago It 
was badly damaged by a fire which broke 
out in the fifth story. Tho loss will not 
exceed $100,000. 

Tbo laboratory and offlco building of 
the Leollo B. Keeloy Oompnny at 
1) wight, 111., together with the Living- 
stone Hotel, owned by the same corpora- 
tion, were destroyed by firo Tuesday 
morning. The estimated loss is $175,000 
on the laboratory and $'25,000 on tho 
hotel, both ot which nro partially covered 
by;$5fl,000 insurance.

Congressman 
Hopkins, Ordinarily no exceptions would 
bq taken on this account, .hut there itre 
other candidates in the field and the excep- 
tion is taken 011 that ground. It is con- 
tended by the friends of Senator Mason 
that it is unfair on the part of Mr, ' Howe 
to thus use his official position iu behalf of 
any candidate. Congressman Hopkins Iiiib 
been well cared for by Lake County, and 
until recently he has had the esteem of his 
constituents, but eomething has happened 
when he permits this course to be used as 
against Senator Mason. As everybody 
knows our United States senators are not 
elected by popular vote: hence the circular 
to forestall popular action by securing par- 
tison delegates. Other coudidntes claim 
that Mr. Howe hns no right to "play favor- 
ites." It remains to bo seen how aspirants 
for county otlices, county committees, cct^, 
will accept this innovation. There can be 
no question as to the right. of a candidate 
to use any, or all, legitimate means in liis 
power to further his cause,- bo it through 
corespondence or face .to face conversation, 
or in any other way he may select. The 
following is the purport of the circular in 
question issued by Chairman Rowe: 

"It also lias been suggested that yon 
bare a man in each precinct upon whom 
you can rely, and in whom you can confide, 
and who will assist in any work that may 
be desired in his precinct. You have been 
selected for (name) county, oner would be 
glad to have you signify your willingness 
to act. I have been called upon to name n 
suitable man from your county to serve on 
the campaign committee of Congressman 
Hopkins nnd therefore ask you to forward 
to me the name of some Republican who 
would have influence and be active in this 
matter.

SAMOAN DRESSMAKERS. 
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Flame*, Startiair lu Cat- Shed » Are 
Fanned by Gale Until Twenty- a Ik 
City. Blocks' Arc Tlurncd -Over and 
Ten Million* Unmade Done. 



Tho business district of PalerBon, X. J., 
has been wiped out by names. In addition 
BOO houses and apartment buildings are 
but heaps 'tit ashes. Ono thousand fami- 
lies are homeless. Tho acres of desola- 
tion marking tho path of tho uncontrolla- 
ble Are that raged sixteen hours were "cov- 
ered Saturday night with buildings which 
with their contents were valued at 810,- 
000,000. 

FtnmcB Btnrt In Cnr Barns. , 
The fire began Its work of far-reaching 
destruction nt tho power house of thoJer- 
sey City, Hobokcn and rnterson Traction 
Company, which fronted on Broadway 
nnd extended a block to tho *reor on Van 
Houteu street.- It commenced In the car 
shed, catching/ U'secnis probable; from a 
neglected, car Btove, and wns burning 
fiercely when one of the employes detect- 
ed It. It was leaping through iho' roof 
and the gale was lifting it In forks and 
swirls when fhu fire apparatus came 
clanging Into Broadway, Main -and Van 
Hon ten. . 

The men tried to hem in the blaze, but 
it speedily crossed Van Uouten street In 
one. direction, -Main street In another,' 
aud, gaining vigor ns It went, burned un- 
checked down into the business district. 
Every pleco or fircmcchonlsm In the city 
was called out, but fire aud gale were 
masters. 

A great torch of flame rose blgh in the 
air, lighting up the country tor miles and 
carrying a threat and warning to the peo- 
ple and property In its path. There were 
efforts to rescue furniture nnd stock, but 
■the speed wlth-whlch the fire moved. gave 
tho rescuera little time. Property wui 
often moved to a place of presumed safe- 
ty, only to be reached aud eventually de- 
stroyed. 

Knees to the City Hall. 

Slain street was soon arched over with 
n canopy of firo for n block, and then foi 
two blocks as the flames fastened thpm- 
selves upon^ building nf tor. building. Calls 
for relief went out to every city lu that 
portion ot the State and the jaded fire- 
men labored on through the boneless 
hours of tho morning. The CJty Hall, 
a magnificent Btructurc, surmounted by a 
great clock tower, situated on Washing- ■ 
ton, Ellison and Market streets, finally 
caught and with it went all of the splen- 
did business structures that surrounded 
it. They made a great furnace of firo 
that burned with a fierce roar. 

There was n series of explosions and 
scores' of walls fell when the fire lett 
Ihcm strcngthlcBS. Flying firebrands car- 
ried the conflagration over some buildings 
and around others, and it therefore burn- 
ed In an Irregular course. These brands' 
finally cleared tho 'tracks of tho Erlo 
Railroad nnd Rainapo n venue, and alight- 
Ins on Straight street, started another 
great area of fire, In which the destruc- 
tion nnd desolation wrought were nearly 
as great ns in the other. 

Second Fire Started In Park Avenue, 
This second great fire started nt tho 
nnglc of Park avenue nnd Washington 
street, nnd swept almost unchecked until 
on these two thoroughfares there was 
no more fuel. On the right hand aide of 
Market street It encountered Sandy Hill 
cemetery ns a barrier to check it, but on 
the left hand sldo at Carroll street it 
claimed St. Joseph's Church, a great 
classic stone building. 

It was In this second great fire that the 
volunteer firemen from the outside cities 
did thetr most heroic and effective work. 
They fell back only when they had to, 
and when the natural obstacle Interposed 
they seized tho chance aud -stopped the 
fire. 

Tho fire, destructive as It wns, caused 
but threo deaths. Two men wero fatally 
Injured: and one aged woman died of. ex- 
citement.

The trees arc planted closely to In- 
sure n spindling' growth, without lat- 
eral branches. The plant will grow, 
from seed; fii such a climate there la 
no difficulty about getting things to 
grow, • but experience lias shown . that 
better results follow the planting of 
twigs from the sturdier wild trees. In 
about three years from planting the 
tree w;lll be In the best condition for 
the clotbmnkcrs. In thnt time It will 
attain a height of twelve feet or more, 
and tho trunk will have n uniform di- 
ameter of rather Icss'than two, inches. 
About' four feet of tho trunk are waste, 
aud not available for the particular 
purpose for which the Ireo Is grown. 
The first two feet from tho bnse are 
too tough to work well, and the two 
feet at the top arc. too soft. If the 
tree Is properly. grown and left to nm-' 
turo there will be available foe Iho 
cloth maker a stick of eight feet in the 
clear, and as Bfralgfit as a measuring 
rod, without knots or branches and ot 
uniform girth throughout.— New York 
Tribune.

?125,000,000 1 whllo Argonllim's Is ap- 
proximately $300,000,000. Moreover, 
Chili ordinarily lives within her In- 
come, while Argentina's* expenditures 
recently has been In excess of of its 
revenue. Chill has mindly been more 
aggressive than her rival, but, ou tho 
other hnnd, her statesmen hnve been 
generally more prudent, and the possi- 
bility of trouble bns been kept Intelli- 
gently In mind.
